GIRL TELLS OF TERROR ON BLUEBELL! 


MIAMI (UPI)—Eleven-year-old 
Terry Jo upperrault, the only 
survivor of seven persons aboard 
the 
tragedy-ridden ketch Blue- 
belle, told authoritie its hell-for- 
leather skipper abandoned her 
and the blood-stained boat after 
a night of terror at sea. 


The Coast Guard revealed to­ 
day the girl, rescued by a stroke 
of chance and recovering in a hos­ 


pital here, contradicted in almost 
every detail the story of the loss 
of the Bluebell Nov. 12, as re­ 
lated by Capt. Julian Harvey, 45, 
before he committed suicide in a 
Miami hotel last Friday. 


Coast Guard authorities ques­ 
tioned her Sunday in her hospital 
room. She said she heard screams 
the night the boat went to the 
bottom off the Bahama Islands. 


Harvey abandoned her and the 
boat 
after 
shoving 
her below 
deck, she said. He had told au­ 
thorities the loss of the ketch was 
an accident. 


TVrry Joe, was one of the three 
children aboard with their father, 
Arthur Dupperrault, a Green Bay, 
Wis., optometrist, and his wife. 
She said she was standing on the 
deck of the sinking ship with 


Harvey and saw him leap for a 
small dinghy which had started 
drifting away. 


Heard Shouting Noises 


Her mother and brother, Brian, 
14, were lying in a pool of blood 
on the floor of the cabin, she 
said. After she was awakened by 
screaming, stomping and shouting 
noises, she said she saw nothing 
of her father, her sister, Rene, 7, 


or Harvey’s bride of three and 
one - half months, Mary Dene. 
Rene’s body was in the boat with 
Harvey when he was found. 


Harvey had told the C o a s t 
Guard the main mast snapped 
and punctured the hull. He said 
that after he started the auxiliary 
engine the ship caught fire and he 
was separated from all the others 
aboard. 


The Coast Guard said the little 
girl told their investigators there 
was never any sign of fire and 
that the mast was tipped or 
slanting, but that it was not bro­ 
ken 


The story told by the girl was 
revealed at a news conference by 
Coast Guard Captain R F. Bar­ 
ber. Terry Jo talked to Coast 


Guard 
investigators 
yesterday 
in her hospital room. 


The Bluebelle sank Nov. 12. A 
day later Harvey, 45, a retired 
Air Force lieutenant colonel and 
seafaring adventurer, was picked 
up by a tanker which spotted him 
in a dinghy. 


Three days later Terry Jo was 
found in a life raft and the next
